The chill creepin g in to the air brin gs 
the approach of the flu season , an d it’s 
time to start thin kin g abou t protection 
an d treatmen t. 


The widely predicted swin e flu 
epidem ic 
of

n ev er 
materialized. Bu t n ew strain s of in ­ 
flu en za A v iru s, the kin d that cau ses 
pan demics or world-wide ou tbreaks, 
u su ally appear ev ery 10 y ears an d the 
last major problem was in 1968, with 
the Hon g Kon g flu . 
Ex perts m eetin g in M ary lan d 
recen tly said a wide v ariety of flu 
v iru ses was circu latin g in the world 
this y ear. They said they still ex pected 
a relativ ely mild flu season in the 
Un ited States, bu t declin ed to make 
firm prediction s in the aftermath of 
the swin e flu in ciden t. 
In flu en za is an acu te respiratory 
illn ess, whose sy m ptom s in clu de 
fev er, headache, cou ghin g, sore 
throat, ru n n y n ose an d mu scu lar 
aches, especially in the lower back an d 
ey es. 
The disease is cau sed by on e of three 
ty pes of v iru s - A, B or C. Both ty pe A 
an d ty pe B can resu lt in epidemics, bu t 
the latter is u su ally mu ch milder. 
Flu ou tbreaks often occu r su dden ly . 
The disease spreads throu gh areas, 
peakin g in abou t three weeks an d 
su bsidin g after an other three to fou r 
weeks. From 20 to 50 per cen t of the 
su sceptible popu lation may be af­ 
fected, with the highest in ciden ce 
amon g children aged 5 to 14. 
Most patien ts recov er from the flu 
within a week, althou gh they may feel 
tired or ru n down for some time. In the 
aged or chron ically ill, the disease is 
more seriou s an d, together with 
pn eu mon ia, 
in flu en za is the 
fifth 


leadin g cau se of death in the Un ited 
States. 
Vaccin es hav e been dev eloped to 
help gu ard again st in flu en za. The 
Departmen t of Health, Edu cation an d 
Welfare say s stu dies hav e shown the 
v accin es can be 7 0 to 90 percen t ef­ 
fectiv e when matched to the cu rren t 
v iru s. The problem is that the v iru ses 
chan ge their gen etic makeu p slightly 
ev ery y ear, so an n u al rev accin ation is 
recon u n en ded. 
On ce y ou ’v e got the flu , there is n ot 
mu ch to do ex cept go to bed, drin k 
plen ty of liqu ids an d take aspirin to 
reliev e some of the sy mptoms 
The sy mptoms of the flu — or an y 
other v iru s, su ch as the on e that cau ses 
the common cold — may be con fu sed 
with allergies or bacterial in fection s. 
There are way s to tell the differen ce, 
howev er. 
A ru n n y n ose, for ex ample, is 
frequ en t with a complain t cau sed by a 
v iru s or allergy , bu t rare with on e 
cau sed by bacteria. You probably 
won ’t hav e achin g mu scles as a resu lt 
of an allergy or a bacteria, bu t y ou 
u su ally will with a v iru s. Both allergies 
an d v iru ses will resu lt in sev eral 
sy m ptom s, rather than a sin gle 
complain t, su ch as a sore throat or 
earache. A bacterial ailmen t may 
in fect on ly on e part of the body . A 
cou gh is rare with an allergy , oc­ 
casion al with a bacteria an d frequ en t 
with a v iru s. An d dizzin ess u su ally 
accompan ies a v iru s, bu t almost n ev er 
is a sign of a bacteria or an allergy .

In tern ation al, 
the

political prison ers. 
Mrs. Betty W illiams an d Miss 
Mairead Corrigan were giv en the 1976 
prize for their mov emen t seekin g to 
brin g peace between feu din g Roman 
Catholics an d Protestan ts in their 
homelan d. The prize had n ot been 
aw arded last y ear. 
There was 
widespread sen timen t last y ear for 
giv in g 
the 
Nobel 
prize 
to 
Miss 
Corrigan , 24. an d Mrs. Williams, 33. 
Bu t the campaign for them was 
lau n ched late, an d their n omin ation s 
were receiv ed after the deadlin e. 
In stead, 22 Norwegian n ewspapers 
raised $325,000 an d awarded it to them 
last y ear as a “ People’s Peace Prize.” 
They u sed the mon ey to set u p a tru st 
fu n d to prov ide care for orphan s, 
create jobs an d begin other com­ 
mu n ity 
projects 
to 
ease 
the 
dev astation of the Ulster fightin g. 
The two Roman Catholic women 
began their mov emen t after Mrs. 
Williams saw three children killed by a 
ru n away car whose gu errilla driv er 
had been shot by British soldiers in 
Belfast. Miss Corrigan was the au n t of 
the slau i children . 
Brav in g threats on their liv es by 
ex tremists, they organ ized peacefu l 
in arches by thou san ds of Protestan ts' 
an d Catholics in Northern Irelan d, the 
Irish Repu blic an d En glan d. 
Today ’s an n ou n cemen t said they 
were giv en the Nobel award for "their 
in itiativ e to en d the v iolen ce which has 
marked the u n fortu n ate disin tegration 
in Northern Irelan d, an d which has 
cost so man y liv es.” 


The prize to Amn esty In tern ation al 
is worth $145,000 an d the 1976 prize to 
Mrs. Williams an d Miss Corrigan 
abou t $141,600.

Vladimir 
Kov alen ok an d flight en gin eer Valery 
Ry u rn in were u n able to dock with the 
Saly u l-6 space station an d were 
preparin g to retu rn to earth in the 
Soy u z-25 spacecraft after little more 
than on e day in orbit. 
Tass gav e n o in dication what cau sed 
the dockin g failu re. “ Becau se of some 
dev iation s from the plan n ed dockin g 
regime, the lin ku p operation was 
can celled," Tass said. 
The failu re was the latest in a series 
that hav e dogged the Ru ssian s' secon d 
gen eration of man n ed spacecraft. 
The Soy u z-23 mission a y ear ago was 
aborted after the spacecraft failed to 
complete a dockin g man eu v er. In the 
in terim, Soy u z-24 su ccessfu lly com­ 
pleted a 19 -day mission after lin kin g u p 
with the Saiy u t-5 space lab. 
Soy u z-25 was lau n ched Su n day from 
the same pad at the Baikon u r space 
cen ter from which Spu tn ik, the world’s 
first man -made space satellite, open ed 
the space age on Oct. 4. 1957. 
“It’s the begin n in g of the third 
decade of the space age an d it’s goin g 
to be a workin g decade," Kov alen ok

M ean while, Charles F. Clarke, 
lawy er for the Clev elan d school board, 
said he will file a motion Mon day 
askin g the federal cou rt to remov e an 
in ju n ction stoppin g the board from 
closin g an y schools withou t the cou rt’s 
permission .

"The ju dge said he recogn ized the 
seriou sn ess of the emergen cy an d he 
wou ld take it u n der immediate ad­ 
v isemen t,” Clarke said.

— The n ew stan dards, still bein g 
formu lated, will pu t n ew stress on 
lettin g the brightest stu den ts get the 
most adv an ced train in g, with ideology 
n ot the cen tral qu alification . 
—Becau se of ideological attacks on 
the u n iv ersities an d scholars by the 
n ow-ou sted radical Gan g of Fou r, 
tex tbook pu blishin g v irtu ally stopped 
du rin g the last three or fou r y ears. 
Teachers, u n su re which way thé win d 
wou ld be blowin g, ran 
off their 
materials on du plicatin g machin es — 
less perman en t an d less likely to cau se 
trou ble.

u n folded his story . 
He spoke in 
Chin ese, althou gh his En glish is ex ­ 
cellen t, Occasion ally he wou ld in ­ 
terru pt the in terpreter to correct a 
n u an ce. 
Chou said that the Gan g of Fou r, 


which in clu ded Mao’s widow Chian g 
tilin g, had taken tight con trol of the 
u n iv ersity from 1973 to 197 6. (They 
were arrested last October.) 
He said they attacked professors for 
their writin gs, assailed mtellectu als as 
n on -con tribu tors to the labors Chin a 
n eeded from ev ery citizen , an d 
sabotaged ex amin ation s. 
They 
at­ 
tacked him, too. for his stress on 
Chin a’s n eed to make the best u se of its 
brain power, he said. 
Now, with the Gan g of Fou r arrested 
an d Vice Premier Ten g leadin g an 
effort to speed Chin a’s modern ization , 
the n ew order is illu strated in the 
discu ssion s ov er who gets in to the 
u n iv ersity . 
The old way , Chou ex plain ed, con ­ 
sisted of a class made u p pretty mu ch 
equ ally

The disease is caused by one of three 
types of virus — A, B or C. Both type A 
and type B can result in epidemics, but 
the latter is usually much milder. 
Flu outbreaks often occur suddenly. 
The disease spreads through areas, 
peaking in about three weeks and 
subsiding after another three to four 
weeks. From 20 to 50 per cent of the 
susceptible population may be af­ 
fected, with the highest incidence 
among children aged 5 to 14. 
Most patients recover from the flu 
within a week, although they may feel 
tired or run down for some time. In the 
aged or chronically ill, the disease is 
more serious and, together with 
pneumonia, 
influenza is the fifth 


leading cause of death in the United 
States. 
Vaccines have been developed to 
help guard against influenza. The 
Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare says studies have shown the 
vaccines can be 70 to 90 percent ef­ 
fective when matched to the current 
virus. The problem is that the viruses 
change their genetic makeup slightly 
every year, so annual revaccination is 
recommended. 
Once you’ve got the flu, there is not 
much to do except go to bed, drink 
plenty of liquids and take aspirin to 
relieve some of the symptoms. 
The symptoms of the flu — or any 
other virus, such as the one that causes 
the common cold — may be confused 
with allergies or bacterial infections. 
There are ways to tell the difference, 
however. 
A runny nose, for example, is 
frequent with a complaint caused by a 
virus or allergy, but rare with one 
caused by bacteria. You probably 
won’t have aching muscles as a result 
of an allergy or a bacteria, but you 
usually will with a virus. Both allergies 
and viruses will result in several 
sym ptom s, rath er than a single 
complaint, such as a sore throat or 
earache. A bacterial ailment may 
infect only one part of the body. A 
cough is rare with an allergy, oc­ 
casional with a bacteria and frequent 
with a virus. And dizziness usually 
accompanies a virus, but almost never 
is a sign of a bacteria or an allergy.

OSliO, Norway (AP) — Nobel peace 
prizes were awarded today to Amnesty 
International and two Northern Irish 
women. 
The 1977 prize was won by Amnesty 
International, 
the 
London-based 
organization that works in behalf of 
political prisoners. 
Mrs. Betty W illiams and Miss 
Mairead Corrigan were given the 1976 
prize for their movement seeking to 
bring peace between feuding Roman 
Catholics and Protestants in their 
homeland. The prize had not been 
aw arded last year. 
There was 
widespread sentiment last year for 
giving 
the 
Nobel 
prize 
to 
Miss 
Corrigan, 24. and Mrs. Williams, 33. 
But the campaign for them was 
launched late, and their nominations 
were received after the deadline. 
Instead, 22 Norwegian newspapers 
raised $325,000 and awarded it to them 
last year as a “ People’s Peace Prize.” 
They used the money to set up a trust 
fund to provide care for orphans, 
create jobs and begin other com­ 
munity 
projects 
to 
ease 
the 
devastation of the Ulster fighting. 
The two Roman Catholic women 
began their movement after Mrs. 
Williams saw three children killed by a 
runaway car whose guerrilla driver 
had been shot by British soldiers in 
Belfast. Miss Corrigan was the aunt of 
the slain children. 
Braving threats on their lives by 
extremists, they organized peaceful 
marches by thousands of Protestants* 
and Catholics in Northern Ireland, the 
Irish Republic and England. 
Today’s announcement said they 
were given the Nobel award for “their 
initiative to end the violence which has 
marked the unfortunate disintegration 
in Northern Ireland, and which has 
cost so many lives.” 
The prize to Amnesty International 
is worth $145,000 and the 1976 prize to 
Mrs. Williams and Miss Corrigan 
about $141,600.

MOSCOW (AP) - Two Soviet 
cosmonauts failed to link up with an 
orbiting space laboratory today in a 
m ajor 
disappointm ent 
for 
the 
Russians at the start of their third 
decade of space exploration. 
The Soviet news agency Tass said 
flight commander Lt. Col. Vladimir 
Kovalenok and flight engineer Valery 
Ryumin were unable to dock with the 
Salyut-6 space station and were 
preparing to return to earth in the 
Soyuz-25 spacecraft after little more 
than one day in orbit. 
Tass gave no indication what caused 
the docking failure. “Because of some 
deviations from the planned docking 
regime, the linkup operation was 
cancelled,” Tass said. 
The failure was the latest in a series 
that have dogged the Russians’ second 
generation of manned spacecraft. 
The Soyuz-23 mission a year ago was 
aborted after the spacecraft failed to 
complete a docking maneuver. In the 
interim, Soyuz-24 successfully com­ 
pleted a 19-day mission after linking up 
with the Salyut-5 space lab. 
Soyuz-25 was launched Sunday from 
the same pad at the Baikonur space 
center from which Sputnik, the world’s 
first man-made space satellite, opened 
the space age on Oct. 4, 1957.

CLEVELAND (AP) — The possible 
closing of Ohio’s largest school district 
was to be discussed today by state and 
local school officials. 
According to a state auditor’s report, 
a $19.1 million dollar deficit faces 
Cleveland’s 
110,000-pupil 
school 
district this year. It is against state 
law for schools to operate at a deficit, 
but State Supt. Franklin B. Walter 
must certify a date for the schools to 
close before they can shut down early. 
The auditor says an Get. 17 closing 
would avoid a deficit. 
Meanwhile, C harles F. Clarke, 
lawyer for the Cleveland school board, 
said he will file a motion Monday 
asking the federal court to remove an 
injunction stopping the board from 
closing any schools without the court’s 
permission. 
U.S. District Court Judge Frank J. 
Battisti enjoined the board 
from 
closing any schools on the grounds that 
closings in the past were used to fur­ 
ther segregate pupils. Closmgs for 
financial reasons were not anticipated. 
Clarke said he telephoned Battisti, 
who is in Brownsville, Tex., attending 
a conference.

Planned Parenthood

Passengers in the car were Brad 
Ebert, 17, Todd McNichols, 16, and 
Chinese Leaders Changing Educational System 


EDITOR S NOTE - A group of 
Associated P ress executives and 
directors were given a look inside 
classrooms of China during a recent 
16-day tour of the country. In this 
article, Louis D. Boccardi, executive 
editor and vice president of The AP, 
tells what they learned.

PEKING (AP) — China's leaders 
are making major changes in the 
country’s educational system, which 
they say was all but wrecked in the 
ideological disputes of recent years. 
The problems, and the proposed 
cures, came up frequently during a 16- 
day trip through China. 
-Peking University has no fresh­ 
man class this fall because new 


standards tor adiiussion have not been 
drawn up. The university is 3,000 short 
of its 10,000-student capacity. 
—Tile new standards, still being 
formulated, will put new stress on 
letting the brightest students get the 
most advanced traming, with ideology 
not the central qualification. 
-B ecause of ideological attacks on 
the universities and scholars by the 
now-ousted radical Gang of Four, 
textbook publishing virtually stopped 
during the last three or four years. 
Teachers, unsure which way the wind 
would be blowing, ran off their 
materials on duplicating machines — 
less permanent and less likely to cause 
trouble. 
—Scientific 
advance 
was 
in­ 
terrupted. Vice Prem ier Teng Hsiao- 
ping said in an interview that power 


struggles cost the country a decade of 
progress. 
—Examinations were attacked as a 
form of elitism not suited to a society 
of equals. Teng said they must be 
given. 
A leader in the current Chinese 
educational effort is an old hand, Chou 
Pei-yuan, a physicist in his 70s who 
studied i i i the United States before 1949 
and is now vice chairman of Peking 
University. 
During a half-day 
visit to the 
university by a group of Associated 
Press executives and directors, Chou 
unfolded his story. 
He spoke in 
Chinese, although his English is ex­ 
cellent. Occasionally he would in­ 
terrupt the interpreter to correct a 
nuance. 
Chou said that the Gang of Four, 


which included Mao’s widow Chiang 
Ching, had taken tight control of the 
university from 1973 to 1976. (They 
were arrested last October.) 
He said they attacked professors for 
their writings, assailed uitellectuals as 
nun-contributors to the labors China 
needed from every citizen, and 
sabotaged examinations 
They 
at­ 
tacked hun, too. for his stress on 
China's need to make the best use of its 
brainpower, he said. 
Now, with the Gang of F our arrested 
and Vice Premier Teng leading an 
effort to speed China’s modernization, 
the new order is illustrated rn the 
discussions over who gets into the 
university. 
The old way, Chou explained, con­ 
sisted of a class made up pretty much

Additional 
state and federal funds help prov ide 
the necessary financial support. Most 
importantly , the tax pay ers money 
cannot buy lov e and happiness for the 
unwanted child. 
Prenatal Clinic 
The Prenatal Ginic had its beg in­ 
ning in 1966 when it became ev ident 
that many ex pectant mothers were not 
receiv ing adequate prenatal care. The 
clinic started with one patient at the 
first clinic. Today it has an av erag e 
caseload of 35 patients. The fund 
allocates $700 to this org anization or 
nine tenths of a percent. 
Before the clinic beg an, the hospital 
was faced with two to six women per 
month "walking in” ready to deliv er 
with no prenatal care or family doctor. 
In response to this need, the Circlev ille 
Child Conserv ation leag ue established 
the clinic as a community serv ice 
project. This org anization has con­ 
tinued to be the administrativ e body 
along with a board consisting of 
participating doctors, three members 
of the Leag ue and the County Health 
Nurses. 
These same people staff the clinic 
with v olunteers held from members of 
the Conserv ation leag ue and two paid 
reg istered nurses. 
At the first v isit to the clinic, the 
patient will hav e a history taken, blood 
work done, urine, weig ht and blood 
pressure checked.

ex amination by the doctor. Instruction 
is g iv en by nurses working in the clinic 
concerning diet, ex ercise, the stag es of 
preg nancy and possible dang er sig ns 
that should be reported.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Americans 
are using the mails more and more, a 
trend the Postal Serv ice say s wiH 
mean stamp prices won’t rise as fast in 
coming y ears as prev iously predicted. 
, A new fiv e-y ear forecast by the 
ag ency predicts that the v olume of 
mail, estimated at nearly 92 billion 
pieces this fiscal y ear, will hit almost 
100 billion by fiscal 1981. 
With many of the ag ency ’s costs 
v irtually the same reg ardless of 
v olume, more mail means more 
money in the serv ice’s treasury and 
thus less need to raise rates. 
Postmaster General Benjamin 
Bailar has said it costs “ about the 
same to hav e a letter carrier walking 
down y our block whether he bring s y ou 
10 pieces of mail or one.” 
The fiv e-y ear forecast predicts 
rising mail v olume will produce a 
surplus of $282 million nex t fiscal y ear. 
That would be the first surplus since 
the Postal Serv ice was bom six y ears 
ag o. 
After 1979, rising costs are ex pected 
to bring new deficits, an estimated $391 
million in fiscal 1980 and $1.4 billion the 
y ear after. 
While an ag ency spokesman noted 
that stamp charg es would still hav e to 
g o up by 1980 or 1981 to av oid the 
deficits, he said the increase would be 
less than once thoug ht. 
The forecast of g rowing use assumes 
new postal rates requested by the 
Postal Serv ice will beg in nex t J une 
and will stay in effect for fiv e y ears. 
Under the plan, first-class letters for 
businesses would g o to 16 cents while 
indv iduals would continue to pay 13 
cents. 
l^ast April, the Commission on 
Postal Serv ice had predicted first- 
class rates rising to 22 or 23 cents by 
1981. 
But Francis Big lin, the Postal 
Serv ice’s chief financial officer, noted 
in his report to the ag ency ’s g ov erning 
board that “ we will obv iously need a 
first-class stamp price quite a bit less 
than the 22 or 23 cents...” 
Big lin, senior assistant postmaster 
g eneral, did not predict the rate that 
would be needed if the forecast of 
hig her v olume prov es correct. He was 
unav ailable for comment on the 
report. 
Big lin noted in his report that the 
new forecast squarely contradicts 
former predictions of declining mail 
v olume and called the rise from fiscal 
1976 to 1977 of two billion pieces “ a 
v ery healthy condition for the Postal 
Serv ice,

Big lin’s report said the “ flattening of 
v olume (in the mid 19 70s) resulted 
from the recession.”

Large Force 
On Border

ANI, Turkey (AP) — Eig hteen 
Sov iet div isions are stationed in the 
Caucasus northeast of the Sov iet- 
Turkish border, but the Turks hav e 
only half that many div isions on their 
side of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Org anization’s easternmost flank, 
senior NATO commanders report. 
“ The Russians hav e a far, far larg er 
force there than 
could ev er be 
dreamed of for defensiv e purposes," 
said Lt. Gen. Robert C. McAlister, 
chief of staff of Allied Forces South. 
Military officials told a g roup of 
touring reporters that the area around 
this ancient city on the Arpqchai Riv er 
is the most likely targ et in eastern 
Turkey for a Sov iet attack. They said 
three Sov iet tank div isions are poised 
across the border, av ailable for a first- 
wav e thrust into the Kars Riv er v alley . 
Commanders of the Turkish 3rd 
Army claim their outnumbered forces 
would be able to block a Sov iet in­ 
v asion. They arg ue that they would 
hav e the adv antag e of the defender 
while the Sov iet tanks would hav e to 
adv ance throug h narrow, easily 
defended mountain passes and other 
rug g ed terrain. 
The weather would also curtail the 
inv asion season. Heav y snows make 
the whole area v irtually impassable in 
winter, the Turks said. 
Hig h-ranking NATO officers say the 
Turkish defensiv e capability is being 
harmed by the partial U.S. arms 
embarg o 
imposed 
by the U.S. 
Cong ress after the Turkish inv asion of 
Cy prus in 1974. 
"The impact has been not only on 
modernization but also on spare 
parts," one officer said. 
But Turkish and foreig n officers say 
there has been no serious lack of in­ 
formation 
about 
Sov iet 
troop 
mov ements because of the closing of 
American intellig ence-g athering bases 
by the Turks in retaliation for the arms 
embarg o. 
Form er Israeli 
O fficial W an ts Peace 
ATLANTA (AP) — Former Israeli 
Foreig n Minister Abba Eban say s 
Israel would trade slog ans for com­ 
promises if prospects for peace in the 
Middle East appeared real. 
“ We should be urg ent in action but 
patient in ex pectation," Eban said at a 
news conference Sunday before 
speaking at Emory Univ ersity . 
He said Israeli Prime Minister 
Menachem Beg in was not as inflex ible 
as some of his hard-line statements 
mig ht indicate. 
“ Any g ov ernment that comes into 
power must make a compromise 
between its slog ans and its respon­ 
sibility ," Eban said. “ If the Israeli 
people saw a prospect for a g enuine 
peace, I think that the consensus would 
compel any administration to take 
note of that possibility and make the 
necessary compromise."

Three 
hundred and fifty Pap smears were 
processed, including 51 for the Early 
Detection Cancer Clinic that is held in 
conjunction with the contraceptive 
clinic. 
The average cost of family planning 
service per year for one woman is $60. 
That is less than three percent of the 
cost of ADC payments for one mother 
and one child for a year. Planned 
Parenthood received $2,000 from the 
Community Fund this year. Additional 
state and federal funds help provide 
the necessary financial support. Most 
importantly, the taxpayers money 
cannot buy love and happiness for the 
unwanted child. 
Prenatal Clinic 
The Prenatal Clinic had its begin­ 
ning in 1966 when it became evident 
that many expectant mothers were not 
receiving adequate prenatal care. The 
clinic started with one patient at the 
first clinic. Today it has an average 
caseload of 35 patients. The fund 
allocates $700 to this organization or 
nine tenths of a percent. 
Before the clinic began, the hospital 
was faced with two to six women per 
month ‘‘walking in” ready to deliver 
with no prenatal care or family doctor. 
In response to this need, the Circleville 
Child Conservation League established 
the clinic as a community service 
project. This organization has con­ 
tinued to be the administrative body 
along with a board consisting of 
participating doctors, three members 
of the League and the County Health 
Nurses. 
These same people staff the clinic 
with volunteers held from members of 
the Conservation League and two paid 
registered nurses. 
At the first visit to the clinic, the 
patient will have a history taken, blood 
work done, urine, weight and blood 
pressure checked. The patient will be 
given 
a 
com plete 
physical 
examination by the doctor. Instruction 
is given by nurses working in the clinic 
concerning diet, exercise, the stages of 
pregnancy and possible danger signs 
that should be reported. 
Additlbnal nutritional eounsellngTias 
been available at each clinic for the 
lajteyetf and a half through the efforts 
of volunteer nutritionists, Cathy Stroh 
and Barbara Hovermale. Each patient 
is given prenatal vitamins at no charge 
and iron pills if indicated. 
An appointment to return to the 
clinic in a month is then given or in the 
case of a patient in the last stages of 
pregnancy, an appointment is given to 
return in two weeks. The patient is 
delivered at Berger Hospital by the 
doctor on clinic duty that month. At the

Increasing 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Americans 
are using the mails more and more, a 
trend the Postal Service says will 
mean stamp prices won’t rise as fast in 
coming years as previously predicted. 
■£. v A new -five-year forecast by. the 
agency predicts that the volume of 
mail, estim ated at nearly 92 billion 
pieces this fiscal year, will hit almost 
IOO billion by fiscal 1981. 
With many of the agency’s costs 
virtually the same regardless of 
volume, more mail means more 
money in the service’s treasury and 
thus less need to raise rates. 
Postm aster General 
Benjam in 
Bahar has said it costs “about the 
same to have a letter carrier walking 
down your block whether he brings you 
IO pieces of mail or one.” 
The five-year forecast predicts 
rising mail volume will produce a 
surplus of $282 million next fiscal year. 
That would be the first surplus since 
the Postal Service was bom six years 
ago. 
After 1979, rising costs are expected 
to bring new deficits, an estimated $391 
million in fiscal 1980 and $1.4 billion the 
year after. 
While an agency spokesman noted 
that stamp charges would still have to 
go up by 1980 or 1981 to avoid the 
deficits, he said the increase would be 
less than once thought. 
The forecast of growing use assumes 
new postal rates requested by the 
Postal Service will begin next June 
and will stay in effect for five years. 
Under the plan, first-class letters for 
businesses would go to 16 cents while 
indviduals would continue to pay 13 
cents. 
I^ast April, the (Commission on 
Postal Service had predicted first- 
class rates rising to 22 or 23 cents by 
1981. 
But Francis Biglin, 
the 
Postal 
Service’s chief financial officer, noted 
in his report to the agency’s governing 
board that “ we will obviously need a 
first-class stamp price quite a bit less 
than the 22 or 23 cents...” 
Biglin, senior assistant postmaster 
general, did not predict the rate that 
would be needed if the forecast of 
higher volume proves correct. He was 
unavailable for com m ent on the 
report. 
Biglin noted in his report that the 
new forecast squarely contradicts 
tonner predictions of declining mail 
volume and called the rise from fiscal 
1976 to 1977 of two billion pieces “a 
very healthy condition for the Postal 
Service, 
its 
employes 
and 
its 
customers.” 
Biglin’s report said the “flattening of 
volume (in the mid 1970s) resulted 
from the recession.”

EDITOR’S NOTE: A group of 
correspondents were recently taken on 
a tour of the Turkish-Soviet border, 
NATO’s easternmost flank. Here is a 
report from a key post on the frontier.

ANI, Turkey (AP) — Eighteen 
Soviet divisions are stationed in the 
Caucasus northeast of the Soviet- 
Turkish border, but the Turks have 
only half that many divisions on their 
side of the North Atlantic Treaty 
O rganization’s easternm ost flank, 
senior NATO commanders report. 
“The Russians have a far, far larger 
force there than 
could ever 
be 
dreamed of for defensive purposes,” 
said LL Gen. Robert C. McAlister, 
chief of staff of Allied Forces South. 
Military officials told a group of 
touring reporters that the area around 
this ancient city on the Arpqchai River 
is the most likely target in eastern 
Turkey for a Soviet attack. They said 
three Soviet tank divisions are poised 
across the border, available for a first- 
wave thrust into the Kars River valley. 
Commanders of the Turkish 3rd 
Army claim their outnumbered forces 
would be able to block a Soviet in­ 
vasion. They argue that they would 
have the advantage of the defender 
while the Soviet tanks would have to 
advance through narrow, easily 
defended mountain passes and other 
rugged terrain. 
The weather would also curtail the 
invasion season. Heavy snows make 
the whole area virtually impassable in 
winter, the Turks said. 
High-ranking NATO officers say the 
Turkish defensive capability is being 
harmed by the partial U.S. arm s 
em bargo 
imposed 
by the 
U.S. 
Congress after the Turkish invasion of 
Cyprus in 1974. 
“The impact has been not only on 
modernization 
but also on spare 
parts,” one officer said. 
But Turkish and foreign officers say 
there has been no serious lack of in­ 
form ation 
about 
Soviet 
troop 
movements because of the closing of 
American intelligence-gathering bases 
by the Turks in retaliation for the arm s 
embargo. 
Former Israeli 
Official Wants Peace 


ATLANTA (AP) — Former Israeli 
Foreign Minister Abba Eban says 
Israel would trade slogans for com­ 
promises if prospects for peace in the 
Middle East appeared real. 
“We should be urgent in action but 
patient in expectation,” Eban said at a 
news conference Sunday before 
speaking at Emory University. 
He said Israeli Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin was not as inflexible 
as some of his hard-line statements 
might indicate. 
“Any government that comes into 
power must make a compromise 
between its slogans and its respon­ 
sibility,” Eban said. “If the Israeli 
people saw a prospect for a genuine 
peace, I think that the consensus would 
compel any administration to take 
note of that possibility and make the 
necessary compromise.”

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Did 
Mrs 
O’Leary’s cow 
really kick over the kerosene 
lamp 
which 
started 
the 
Chicago fire of 1871, taking 250 
lives, doing damage of $200 
million and destroying two- 
thirds of the city? 
What brings this subject to 
mind is that it will be 106 years 
on Oct. 8 since the cow became 
the world’s most famous 
animal in the annals of great 
conflagrations. And one whose 
role remains in dispute. 
A decade ago Robert Cromie 
wrote a definitive work en­ 


titled 
“ The Great 
Chicago 
Fire” in which he said: “ This 
much is beyond dispute— the 
fire started in Mrs. O’Leary’s 
cow barn on DeKoven Street, 
and went on from there . . . ” 
But 
apparently 
Mrs. 
O'Leary wasn’t milking the 
cow at the time, having gone to 
bed early with a sore foot. An 
earlier book on the fire claims 
a neighbor, Fat McLaughlin, 
was having a party. The party 
guests wanted oysters and 
oysters needed milk to be 
“ stewed” in. One of the group 


went into the O’Leary barn, 
lit a candle or struck a match 
which 
ignited 
a 
pile 
of 
shavings. 


While the cow was set free 
during the fire and was never 
seen again in the neigh­ 
borhood. this work confides: 
“ It may be added that just 
after the fire the bell worn by 
Mrs. 
O’L e a ry ’s cow was 
exhibited simultaneously in 81 
places in Chicago.” 


Such was the enterprise of 
early-day Chicagoans. 


A Special Breed 


There was a bird-like nervousness 
about Khonda Belle. She removed her 
glasses and the long earrings and 
placed them on a table. Her short dark 
hair was coiffed. She looked like any 
middle-aged housewife as she walked 
between two men, sat demurely in 
Alabama's electric chair, and died 
without a sigh. 
Women poisoners are a breed. They 
use rat poison to settle family dif­ 
ferences. Rhonda Belle liked to nurse 
the sick. She poisoned them, brought 
them back to health, and poisoned 
them again. 
She was always plain looking. She 
had a figure like a housecoat on a 
hanger. Her mouth fell inward, the lips 
turned down in perpetual dismay. She 
tried to have a wart on her chin 
removed, but it flourished. 
Her people were poor. Rhonda Belle 
saw herself as a Southern lady. She 
was married at age 15, an asexual girl 
of limited knowledge. Most of her 
husbands — she had five — drank to 
unconsciousness. 
The second marriage produced five 
daughters. Adelaide died aged three. 
For the first time, Rhonda Belle felt an 
aura of sympathy radiating toward her 
from relatives and friends. It was 
lovely and warm. 
* She wanted more. Emogene was 31 
months old when her mother stirred 
rat poison in the milk. The baby died 
overnight. Rhonda — poor Rhonda — 
was overwhelmed with pity and af­ 
fection. She bathed herself in sym­ 
pathy. 
There was another little girl. She 
died of jaundice before she was one. 
Her current husband, George Garrett, 
drank a lot of cheap booze. His wife 
poured the drinks. In three days, 
George was dead. “ Pneum onia,” 
Rhonda Belle said. 
She was not a bright girl, but she 
learned how to use the medical 
profession. In each case of high fever, 
vomiting and paralysis, she called a 
different doctor each day. The last one 
signed a “ natural causes” death 
certificate. 
She had two pretty little girls, 
Carolyn and Ellyn Elizabeth. Momma 
made pretty frocks on an old treadle 
sewing machine and sent them to 
school with pink bows in their hair.

letting free prices play their role. 


This is the battle that is now raging 
in our midst, so pervasive, so much an 
every day occurrence, that we 
sometimes fail to appreciate it. 
The economists didn’t say it — they 
didn’t even pose the question — but 
when they persist in talking about 
problems you tend to absorb the notion 
that the No. 1 problem as they see it 
might be Washington.

I was furious when our doctor told 
iny husband that he had an incurable 
cancer and that he would die within a 
few months. Don’t you think that the 
decision to tell or not to tell should first 
be talked over with the family who, 
after all, knows the patient best? How 
do you think such situations should be 
handled?

Dear Mrs. R.: 
I thoroughly agree with you that 
such an enormous responsibility 
should not be assumed by the doctor 
himself. Those of us in the practice of 
medicine have learned that there is no 
single universal law that can apply to 
all people everywhere. 
Some patients are stoic and stal­ 
wart and seem to be ^j>le to accept the 
reality that their disease is terminal. 
Many, in fact, specifically request that 
they be told every detail so that they 
can put their family and business 
matters in complete order. 
Yet, even among these people most 
doctors recognize that part of the 
stoicism is a facade that belies their 
real anxiety. It becomes necessary to 
gently ease even such apparently 
strong patients into the realization that 
their disease is terminal and hopeless. 
There are patients who cannot 
emotionally accept the total impact of 
the truth of their condition. For "hope 
springs eternal in the human breast” 
and it is unkind to deprive them of that 
hope. Especially with patients with 
fragile, brittle emotions, members of 
the family and a religious advisor 
should first be consulted. 
Dying is a very private experience. 
Many protective devices are at work 


that help most patients to reconcile 
themselves to the inevitable. That 
privacy must not be invaded by anyone 
who presumptuously may think that he 
has the privilege to do so. 
Others may disagree with me. This 
indicates that there are no standard 
rules that apply to all such situations. 
Very recently, a prestigious member 
of the United States government left 
the hospital after having had major 
surgery. It had been well-known that 
he had a cancer and that repeated 
operations and treatments with 
chemotherapy and radiotherapy had 
been used. 
That should be sufficient in­ 
formation to satisfy the needs of even 
the most curious. Apparently, it was 
not. For newspaper and television 
interviews with the doctor so deeply 
probed every facet of the surgery’ that 
the doctor was virtually made to 
speculate out loud about the brief time 
of survival. 
Since sickness and dying are, in­ 
deed, intunate and private, the patient 
did not deserve to read, as he un­ 
doubtedly did, the details of his death 
sentence, which were so minutely 
extracted from the doctor.

Dear Mrs. R.: 
I thoroughly agree with you that 
such an enormous responsibility 
should not be assumed by the doctor 
himself. Those of us in the practice of 
medicine have learned that there is no 
single universal law that can apply to 
all people everywhere. 
Some patients are stoic and stal­ 
wart and seem to be qjale to accept the 
reality that their disease is terminal. 
Many, in fact, specifically request that 
they be told every detail so that they 
can put their family and business 
matters in complete order. 
Yet, even among these people most 
doctors recognize that part of the 
stoicism is a facade that belies their 
real anxiety. It becomes necessary to 
gently ease even such apparently 
strong patients into the realization that 
their disease is terminal and hopeless. 
There are patients who cannot 
emotionally accept the total impact of 
the truth of their condition. For “hope 
springs eternal in the human breast” 
and it is unkind to deprive them of that 
hope. Especially with patients with 
fragile, brittle emotions, members of 
the family and a religious advisor 
should first be consulted. 
Dying is a very private experience. 
Many protective devices are at work 


that help most patients to reconcile 
themselves to the inevitable. That 
privacy must not be invaded by anyone 
who presumptuously may think that he 
has the privilege to do so. 
Others may disagree with me. This 
indicates that there are no standard 
rules that apply to all such situations. 
Very recently, a prestigious member 
of the United States government left 
the hospital after having had major 
surgery. It had been well-known that 
he had a cancer and that repeated 
operations and treatm ents with 
chemotherapy and radiotherapy had 
been used. 
That should be sufficient in­ 
formation to satisfy the needs of even 
the most curious. Apparently, it was 
not. For newspaper and television 
interviews with the doctor so deeply 
probed every facet of the surgery that 
the doctor was virtually made to 
speculate out loud about the brief time 
of survival. 
Since sickness and dying are, in­ 
deed, intimate and private, the patient 
did not deserve to read, as he un­ 
doubtedly did, the details of his death 
sentence, which were so minutely 
extracted from the doctor.

H. Baker of Tennessee, who is un­ 
committed on the treaty, came to 


Dole’s defense, and criticized the 
administration call to the ethics panel. 
The State Department, meanwhile, 
was saying that the call was made to 
ask for infonnation, not action. 
“If that’s the way they’re going to 
play, all their treaties are going to 
I lave a tough time,” said Baker, a 
pivotal man in the administration’s 
effort to gain the two-thirds Senate 
vote it will take to approve the treaty. 
Baker, who will be running for re­ 
election next year, is under pressure at 
home and from conservative G O P 
senators to oppose ratification. If he 
does, it will be a severe setback for the 
administration. 
Baker already has asked the State 
Department for embassy cables, 
notes, and any other documents that 
will help explain and reconcile dif­ 
fering U.S. and Panamanian in­ 
terpretations of the treaty. 
Now he says it is “imperative in the 
face of this new information that the 
administration give us access to all 
source data.” 
By making an issue of secrecy, the 
administration has given treaty op­ 


ponents an opening for the suggestion 
that there are other potentially 
damaging documents hidden away in 
the files. 
Campaigning for the White House, 
President 
Carter 
denounced 
a 
Republican foreign policy he said was 
based on secrecy, and promised that 
his administration would found its 
policies on open discussion with 
Congress and the nation. 
That 
certainly 
doesn’t 
mean 
publication of all the diplomatic cable 
traffic. But neither does it seem to fit 
the administration’s handling of the 
Dole episode. 
Carter said as he began the quest for 
approval of the treaty that there are 
“no constraints on the actions that we 
can take as a nation to guarantee” the 
permanent neutrality of the waterway. 
And according to the administration, 
that includes a right to intervene 
militarily if necessary to keep the 
canal open after the year 2000. 
That is not spelled out specifically in 
the treaty, Panamanian negotiators 
don’t buy it, and they have said they 
accept no such U.S. right.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — Within 
two months, some Columbus residents 
will officially become part of a unique 
television system which will let 
viewers talk back to their sets. 


Technicians will install equipment 
for Warner Communications’ QUBE 
today in the first Columbus homes, the 
national test m arket for the system. 


Along 
with 
the 
usual 
television 
channels and special circuits, QUBE 
will give viewers of its 30 channels an 
opportunity to become involved in the 
programming. 


"F o r the first time, viewers will be 
able to actively participate in the 
program they’re watching," said J . 
Ronald Castell, QU BE's vice president 
of marketing. 
By using a row of five buttons on 
their home console, viewers can take 
tests, participate in games, register 
•»pinions on issues presented via the 
medium and actually take part in 
programs and events. Responses aill 
be tabulated by computers at Warner 
Headquarters in Columbus. 
Of the 30 channels offered by QUBE, 
nine are called "prem ium " channels, 
which means they cost extra. These 
include two movie channels — one 


first-run, the other offering "cla ssic” 
movies — gam es, special events and 
educational courses and classes the 
system will present.

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Controlling Board Adds To Its Power 
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COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Within 
two months, some Columbus residents 
will officially become part of a unique 
television system which will let 
viewers talk back to their sets. 


Technicians will install equipment 
for Warner Communications’ QUBE 
today in the first Columbus homes, the 
national test market for the system. 


Along 
with the usual television 
channels and special circuits, QUBE 
will give viewers of its 30 channels an 
opportunity to become involved in the 
programming. 


“For the first time, viewers will be 
able to actively participate in the 
program they’re watching,” said J. 
Ronald Casten, QUBE’s vice president 
of marketing. 
By using a row of five buttons on 
their home console, viewers can take 
tests, participate in games, register 
opinions on issues presented via the 
medium and actually take part in 
programs and events. Responses aill 
be tabulated by computers at Warner 
Headquarters in Columbus. 
Of the 30 channels offered by QUBE, 
nine are called “premium” channels, 
which means they cost extra. These 
include two movie channels — one 


first-run, the other offering “classic” 
movies — games, special events and 
educational courses and classes the 
system will present. 


QUBE’s first-run movies will cost 
about the same amount they would at a 
theater. However, any number of 
persons may watch the movies in their 
homes. The classic films will cost $1 
each. Events on the premium — or pay 
— channel have no commercials. 


Nonpremium channels will present 
religious programs, business news, 
local programming and a special 
channel devoted to preschoolers. 


QUBE will be available to areas of 
Columbus currently served by Warner 
Cable. The company claims ap­ 
proximately 28,000 customers and a 
potential of 100,000. The service will 
cost $10.95 a month. Warner’s basic 
cable service in Columbus averages 
$7.50 per month. 
Current Warner subscribers will pay 
a one-time hookup charge of $9.95 for 
QUBE’s computer terminal and 
console. Nonsubscribers to Warner 
Cable will pay $19.95 for hookup.

Paying Tax Bill 


TOLEDO, Ohio 
(AP) - An “ ad­ 
ministrative error” by Ohio Bell 
Telephone Co. which made the firm 
late in paying a tax bill has officials 
worried that the mistake could worsen 
the financial outlook of Toledo schools. 
Richard Vogt, customer service 
manager for the telephone company 
here, said Friday that Bell made the 
$1.6 million real estate tax payment to 
Lucas County, plus a 10 per cent 
penalty, on Sept. 27, well after the Aug. 
31 deadline. 
County Auditor William C. Galvin 
said the late payment came after the 
county’s collection books had closed 
for 1977. About 70 per cent of the tax 
collections go to public schools, but no 
estimate was made on how much the 
lost 1977 revenue would lower the 
school district’s final revenue figure. 
Toledo schools are scheduled to close 
for the year on Oct. 28 due to lack of 
funds for 1977. 
Vogt said that until the recent error, 
Ohio Bell had made every payment to 
Ohio taxing entities on time since 1921.

PUCO Asked To Dismiss 
O hio Edison Rate Case 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - State 
officials have a report suggesting that 
mothers and daughters can form a 
“discernible pattern” in the fact that 
welfare breeds more welfare. 
The state Office of Budget and 
Management document doesn’t delve 
into sociological causes, but says there 
is “a discernable pattern among some 
families on public assistance...that 
being on welfare breeds more of the 
same particularly mothers and 
daughters.” 
Cited in the report, which went to 
Gov. James A. Rhodes and welfare 
department officials, was a random 
check on Aid to Dependent Children 
(ADC) cases in Hamilton County in­ 
volving “a major housing complex of 
high density.” 
Researchers found 73 instances of 
two or more ADC cases at the same 
address, although they apparently 
were legitimate and involved eligible 
recipients. 
They went further with the in­ 
vestigation to learn that in the cases of 
two specific families, two welfare 
cases grew over five years to eight 
cases involving a total of 22 in­ 
dividuals. 
“The daughters are eligible children 
of their mothers’ cases until they reach 
the child bearing age, then become 
established as separate ADC cases 
when they become mothers them­ 
selves,” the report said. 
In a letter to Welfare Director 
Kenneth B. Creasy, Rhodes called the 
findings “startling” but said that the 
report, along with two earlier OBM 
studies covering Medicaid and nursing 
homes, offer “a real opportunity for 
extensive improvements in the welfare 
program in Ohio.” 
Rhodes’ letter to Creasy asked the 
director to supply him with a report on

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The state 
Consumers’ Counsel asked the Public 
Utilities Commission today to dismiss 
an Ohio Edison Co. rate case filed July 
1. 
Counsel William Spratley sought the 
dismissal because he said the 53 
northeastern Ohio communities af­ 
fected by the rate increase are in­ 
cluded in a separate rate hike ap­ 
plication the company intends to file in 
January. 
The Consumers’ Counsel said in its 
motion there is no need for Ohio Edison 
to file twice since a new law speeded 
up the rate case process. 
“The clear...intent of the new law is 
to eliminate regulatory lag. (This) 
intent is perverted when companies 
are permitted to file new rate cases for 
the same customers in the midst of 
pending cases,” the motion stated.

“He can afford it,” the governor 
commented, when asked about Stolle’s 
loss. And he added that Stolle might 
decide to locate a plant of his own in 
part of the same land. 
Rhodes’ comments still haven’t 
calmed some concerns by Democrats 
who say they would like to know why 
Stolle bought the land in the first place, 
shortly after Rhodes pushed through a 


then-Republican legislature in 1969 the 
legislation that created the $35 million 
research center, with a taxpayers’ 
bond issue. 
However, the same Democrats, who 
asked not to be quoted, said political 
accusations at this time could torpedo 
the Honda deal—then the governor 
could accuse them of costing Ohio 
badly needed manufacturing jobs.

Testing your blood pressure can be as 
easy as buying a soft drink from a coin- 
operated machine. 
Two 
computerized 
machines, 
designed by a Florida physician- 
turned-engineer, are being distributed 
in Oregon and Washington although 
some doctors question their validity. 
Slip two quarters in a slot, stick your 
arm into a cloth sleeve which tightens 
and a minute later your blood pressure 
reading appears on a screen in front of 
you. 
The testers are “extremely ac­ 
curate,” says Mike Rovech, president 
of Vita-Stat Northwest, the distributor. 
“The testers are being readily ac­ 
cepted by the public because they 
provide a service that’s so darn 
valuable,” Rovech said, adding that he 
has never known of any machine 
malfunctioning.

VINCENT, Ohio iAP) - School 
officials in this southeastern Ohio 
conununity aren't anticipating any 
problems keeping buildings warm this 
winter. 
A gas well drilled this summer on 
school property in the Warren Ixical 
district has paid off — enough to 
guarantee heated schools all winter 
and save the small, rural district 
money. 
In July, Warren Supt. Edward Jones 
and the school board signed a lease 
with Wynn Oil Co. of Marietta to drill 
for gas or oil. In late September, a 
1.865-foot hole, 440 feet east of Warren 
High School hit Berea grit, a gas-and- 
oil producing formation. The drill was 
sunk another 40 feet and gas began to 
flow. 
"Last winter, the school district was 
short of natural gas, but private 
concerns were drilling wells all around 
here,” Jones said. 
"So I checked the legality of the 
school board drilling its own gas, found 
out we could do it, and now we are 
drilling.” 
The well is expected to be a good 
producer. The schools will get the first 
400,000 cubic feet of gas pumped from 
the hole and one-eighth of everything 
after that. 
Wynn is entitled to the other seven- 
eights of gas produced, but tbe oil 
company is paying for the entire 
drilling operation. 
The schools have first option to buy 
Wynn's share of the gas at the 
wellhead price, which currently is 
$1.30 per thousand cubic feet. Tbe 
commercial rate charged by gas 
companies is about $1.80 per thousand 
cubic feet. 
We were hoping for gas, but would 
gladly have settled for oil,” Jones said. 
"If it was oil, we would sell it and put 
the money in the district’s general 
fund. Since it was gas, we can put it to 
good use. 
"The nice thing about the whole 
project is we don't lose a nickel. The 
lessee (Wynn Oil Co.) is taking the 
total financial risk, as far as the 
drilling operation is concerned,” Jones 
said. 
The 400,000 cubic feet of natural gas 
will be used to heat the high school and 
an elementary school for at least two 
to three weeks during the coldest part 
of winter. 
Another well will be drilled near 
another elementary school under an 
agreement 
with 
D.C. 
Anderson 
Petroleum Co., of Fleming, Ohio. The 
terms are the same terms as those 
with Wyim. 


School officials hope the second well 
will provide enough gas tu heat 
another elementary school for at least 
one month. 
The only cost to the district in the 
drilling projects is that of laying gas 
lines from the well to the schools.

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VINCENT, Ohio (AP) - School 
officials in this southeastern Ohio 
community aren’t anticipating any 
problems keeping buildings warm this 
winter. 
A gas well drilled this summer on 
school property in the Warren laical 
district has paid off — enough to 
guarantee heated schools all winter 
and save the small, rural district 
money. 
In July, Warren Supt. Edward Jones 
and the school board signed a lease 
with Wynn Oil Co. of Marietta to drill 
for gas or oil. In late September, a 
1,865-foot hole, 440 feet east of Warren 
High School hit Berea grit, a gas-and: 
oil producing formation. The drill was 
sunk another 40 feet and gas began to 
flow. 
“Last winter, the school district was 
short of natural gas, but private 
concerns were drilling wells all around 
here,” Jones said. 
“So I checked the legality of the 
school board drilling its own gas, found 
out we could do it, and now we are 
drilling.” 
The well is expected to be a good 
producer. The schools will get the first 
400,000 cubic feet of gas pumped from 
the hole and one-eighth of everything 
after that. 
Wynn is entitled to the other seven- 
eights of gas produced, but the oil 
company is paying for the entire 
drilling operation. 
The schools have first option to buy 
Wynn’s share of the gas at the 
wellhead price, which currently is 
$1.30 per thousand cubic feet. The 
commercial rate charged by gas 
companies is about $1.80 per thousand 
cubic feet. 
“We were hoping for gas, but would 
gladly have settled for oil,” Jones said. 
“If it was oil, we would sell it and put 
the money in the district’s general 
fund. Since it was gas, we can put it to 
good use. 
“The nice thing about the whole 
project is we don’t lose a nickel. The 
lessee (Wynn Oil Co.) is taking the 
total financial risk, as far as the 
drilling operation is concerned,” Jones 
said. 
The 400,000 cubic feet of natural gas 
will be used to heat the high school and 
an elementary school for at least two 
to three weeks during the coldest part 
of winter. 
Another well will be drilled near 
another elementary school under an 
agreement with 
D.C. 
Anderson 
Petroleum Co., of Fleming, Ohio. The 
terms are the same terms as those 
with Wynn. 


School officials hope the second well 
will provide enough gas ta heat 
another elementary school for at least 
one month. 
The only cost to the district in the 
drilling projects is that of laying gas 
lines from the well to the schools.

KANSAS CITY (A P) - Perfectly 
befitting their style and reputation, 
Billy Martin and his New

Yankees barged into a second straight 
World Series Sunday night with dash, 
draina, theatrics and controversy. 
Three outs away from a defeat that 
many Yankee watchers felt would cost 
Martin his job, the quarrelsome pin- 
stripers staged a gritty three-run rally 
to defeat the Kansas City Royals 5-3 in 
the fifth and final American league 
playoff game. 
The Yankees, who beat the Royals 
with a nmth-inning home run in last 
year’s fifth game and went on to lose 
four straight to Cincinnati in the World 
Series, will meet a new foe, the Los 
Angeles Dodgers, beginning Tuesday 
night in New York.

Benched with a l-for-14 playoff 
slump, Jackson came through with a 
pinch-hit single and RBI in the eighth 
inning to lift the Yankees to within 3-2.

Blair, the defensive 
specialist who replaced Jackson in 
right field, played his part in the 
drama by slapping a leadoff single off 
reliever Dennis I^eonard in the ninth 
and coming around to score the tying 
run on Mickey Rivers’ single.

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Bert Jones Passes Colts To Victory

Bert Jones doesn’t know when to 
give up. 
Midway through the second quarter 
the Baltimore Colts trailed the Miami 
Dolphins 28-10. The Dolphins had 
exploded a 90-yard kickoff return by 
Freddie Solomon and touchdown runs 
of 52 and 66 yards by Benny Malone 
against the Colts. 
But Jones, Baltimore’s brilliant 
young quarterback, was not the least 
bit discouraged. 
“I’m an optimist,” he explained. “I 
have the feeling we can do just about 
anviling we want, if we put our minds 
to it. I knew that there were many 
things we could still do to score.” 
So Jones went to work. Touchdown 
passes of three yards to Glenn Doughty 
and 19 yards to Raymond Chester cut 
the deficit to 28-24 by halftime, then a 
34-yard pass to Don McCauley in the 
third quarter put the Colts in front to 
stay. A 5-yard scoring pass to Doughty 
later in the period was icing on the 
cake as the Colts beat the Dolphins 45- 
28 in a battle of previously unbeaten 
National Football League powers. 


It was a magnificent display by 
Jones, who completed 18 of 30 passes 
for 205 yards and four touchdowns, 
including seven completions in a row 
on the three scoring drives that put the 


Colts in front. 
Dallas, Oakland and Denver also 
remained unbeaten after the fourth 
NFL Sunday, although the Cowboys 
received a big scare from the St. Louis 
Cardinals, who led 24-16 before suc­ 
cumbing to a pair of fourthquarter 
touchdowns as Dallas pulled out a 38-24 
victory. 


Oakland and 
Denver coasted 
towards their American Conference 
West showdown next Sunday as the 
Raiders beat the Cleveland Browns 26- 
10 and the Broncos defeated the 
Kansas City Chiefs 23-7. 
The Pittsburgh Steelers, however, 
lost more than a football game in 
bowing to Houston 27-10. Starting 
quarterback Terry Bradshaw went out 
with a fractured left wrist in the 
second period, then reserve Mike 
Kruczek 
suffered 
a 
shoulder 
separation on the first play of the 
fourth period. Rookie Tony Dungy, a 
reserve safety, was at the helm for the 
Steelers the rest of the final period. 


In other games, the Minnesota 
Vikings beat the Detroit Lions 14-7, the 
Washington Redskins blanked the 
Tampa Bay Buccaneers 10-0, the 
Atlanta Falcons shut out the San 
Francisco 49ers 7-0, the Cincinnati 
Bengals topped the Green Bay 
Packers 17-7, the San Diego Chargers 
blanked the New Orleans Saints 14-0,

the 
Philadelphia Eagles beat the New 
York Giants 28-10 and the New York 
Jets defeated the Buffalo Bills 24-19. 
Tonight’s game has the Los Angeles 
Rams at the Chicago Bears. 
Baltimore and Miami combined to 
gain 792 yards — 397 by the Colts, 395 
by the Dolphins — the most ever by 
two NFL teams. The pro record of 871 
was set by Boston and San Diego of the 
American Football League. 
Miami Coach Don Shula put the 
game in perspective. “We had a lot of 
big plays in the first half,” he said, 
“but they had all the big plays in the 
second half. And they turned out to be 
the biggest.”

All they have to do is go to Ann Arbor 
and whip a Michigan team who is 
Togetherness Is Key 
To Dodgers' Success

"Togetherness,” said a beaming 
Tom Lasorda, godfather of the Los 
Angeles Dodgers. “That’s the story of 
this team — togetherness. Love, Love, 
Love.” 
They call them “the huggingest 
team in baseball.” 
If, as the benign, graying skipper of 
the National League baseball cham­ 
pions insists, success is the result of 
man’s kindness to man, team spirt and 
brotherhood, you can go ahead and 
wrap up the World Series in crimson 
bows and deliver it to the City of 
Angels. 
But don’t be hasty. 
Tradition has shown that baseball’s 
highest prize doesn’t always go to the 
sweetest and least tarnished by per­ 
sonal rivalry, jealousy and disdain. 
Back in the golden days of the 
greatest New York Yankees teams, 
fiery little Miller Huggins, the 
manager, was constantly at war with 
Babe Ruth. The Babe was not always 
the big lovable character pictured to 
his fans. He was a high liver — booze, 
broads and bangtails — and the 
Yankees squad was sharply divided 
into pro-Ruth and anti-Ruth factions. 
Yet they won — and won and won. 
The most notable example of a team 
that seemed to be fueled by inner 
turmoil — certainly the one of most 
recent memory — was Charlie 
Finley's band of brigands at Oakland 
in the early 1970s, five times in the 
league title series, World Series 
champions in 1972, 1973 and 1974. 
They were a roistering, feuding and 
fussing band — these colorful A’s with 
their

beards 
and 
rakish 
mustaches and utter disregard for 
diamond decorum. 
They represented a roll call of some 
of the game’s finest talent — Reggie 
Jackson, Sal Bando, Vida Blue. Catfish 
Hunter, Robie Fingers and Joe Rudi, 
most of them now scattered by the free 
agent draft. But they had fist fights in 
the locker room. They feuded with 
their owner and manager. 
Recalling those riotous days, Reggie 
Jackson, now a $2.9 million Yankees 
outfielder, says, “We fought among 
ourselves, it is true, but these little 
quarrels only sharpened us for the 
enemy. 
“When we took the field, dissension 
disappeared. We were all driven by 
uitense personal pride.”

They could use the 
current Yankees as the laboratory 
guinea pig. 
Here is a team of unlimited skills — 
“the best that money can buy,” some 
pundits insist — yet a team that has 
been riddled internally all year.

who bankrolls the team and has a 
fierce desire to rebuild the Yankees 
dynasty. The manager, Billy Martin, 
strongly independent, with a record of 
defying management at Minnesota, 
Detroit and Texas, knows he is 
hanging by a string — ready to be fired 
at any minute. 
Several team members, specifically 
Thurman Munson, openly resent 
Jackson, the outspoken super star. 
Mickey Rivers, who has played better 
ball than anybody in the playoffs, says 
he wants to be traded. 
Unhappy teams or happy teams, 
which win World Series? 
Slap down that IO bucks and let’s see.

Nuremberg 
Interpreter 
Trials 
Is 
Jury Foreman 


OAKHURST, Calif. (AP) - Ursula 
Uphold brings a unique courtroom 
experience to her task of grand jury 
forewoman in Madera County. As a 
girl of 15, she was an interpreter at the 
Nuremberg war crime trials after 
World War II. 
That experience was traumatic, 
Mrs. Uphold says, but it did not keep 
her from accepting an appointment in 
July to head the grand jury, which 
returns crim inal indictments and 
investigates county offices. 


“ On the grand jury, you can work 
creatively and imaginatively and give 
opinions,” she said. “ But to sit at the 
(war crimes) trials and judge people 
was a tremendous responsibility. I 
hope I never have to do it again.” 
Mrs. Uphold said she had been 
unable to talk about the trial of leaders 
of Nazi Germany until recently and 
still cannot recall all her experiences 
there. 


“ I don’t know how I could possibly 
tell you how it was to be confronted 
with those responsibilities, especially 
at that age,” she said in an interview. 
“ To hear about those atrocities and 
wrongdoings you never heard before 
was just devastating.” 
Mrs. Uphold said she put the trials, 
which ended in 1946, out of her mind 
once her duties there ended. 
“ You know, I haven’t seen any films 
about Nuremberg since I left. I’ve 
never read a book on it. ... It was such

Newspaper advertising by attorneys 
became permissible earlier this year 
when the 
U. 
S. 
Supreme 
Court 
declared unconstitutional a ban on 
such advertising by the Arizona State 
Bar Association. 


Since then, bar associations across 
the country have revised their ad­ 
vertising guidelines to conform to the 
ruling. 


Under the guidelines recorrunended 
by the Ohio Bar, lawyers could ad­ 
vertise fees for such basic legal ser­ 
vices 
as 
uncontested 
divorces, 
adoptions, and wills. 


Also allowed would be listings of 
whether credit cards were accepted, 
fees for initial consultation, hourly 
rates, and fields of law in which the 
lawyer is most competent.

a painful experience,” she said. 
Born Ursula Gilich, daughter of a 
French countess and a German count, 
she was unconscious for five weeks 
after their Berlin home was bombed in 
1945. But, she said, her translating 
stint was worse. 
The interpreters had to translate 
testimony for up to an hour at a time in 
any of four languages — English, 
French, German or Russian. 
“ The pressure was so great,” she 
said. “ You couldn’t take that for any 
length of time. Nobody could. The 
Americans knew that and 
would 
relieve us by sending us to do in­ 
vestigative work or transfer us to other 
jobs.” 
And other Germans resented the 
interpreters working for Allied in­ 
telligence, often throwing rocks and 
yelling at them as they entered an 
internment camp, she said. 
“ We even went so far as to change 
our names — not officially, but to avoid 
harassment,” Mrs. Uphold said. “ I 
just had to get out.” 
In late 
1948 she emigrated to 
America, married a college professor 
and moved to this central California 
area when her husband took a post at 
Fresno State College.
